Furriers Are Ureed to

In a statement, issued yesterday, 
the Needle Trades Workers Indus- 
trial Union reveals the real charac- 
ter of the agreement signed a few 
days ago by the scab Joint Council 
with the Fur Trimming Manufac- 
turers’ Association and the Associ- 
ated Fur Manufacturers. This egree- 
ment has been hailed as “a great 
victory” by the yellow Jewish Daily 
Forward, “won without any strug- 
wle,“ and a great “advance” over the 
agreement signed after the victori- 
ous 17-weeks’ strike led by the left 
wing in 1926. 

The statement of the new indus- 
trial union, which is signed by Louis 
Hyman, president, and Ben Gold, 
secretary-treasurer, follows: 

The victory’ for the furriers, so 
loudly heralded by the Forward, is 
the biggest farce and sell-out put 
over by the bosses and their stool- 
pigeons in the compagy union at the 
expense of the fur workers. 

“Generous” Bosses.

25 SEAMEN DIE 


Whole Crow: Perish in 
Wreck at Oporto 


LISBON, Portagal, Feb. 3 (UP): 
--Twenty-five sailors and a pilot, 
huddled together on the deck of the 
German cargo steamship Deister, 
were swept overboard and drowned 
in raging seas at the entrance of 
the Port Loe Leizoes late to- 
day as rescuers fought in vuin to 
reach them. 

The cargo boat, which struck the 
rocks at the harbor entrance, sank 
a few moments later. Four men, 
clinging to a mast were tossed about 
by mighty waves as their comrades 
were swept under. One of these 
four was the Portuguese pilot, Ja- 
cinto Pinto. 

For a few minutes there was hope 

that they might be saved by res- 
cuers who were battling to reach the 
Deister in a lifeboat, but before the 
rescue could be carried out the mast 
was snapped into pieces by the 
pounding waves and the four men 
were lost. 
The Deister, carrying her crew of 
24 German sailors, one Portuguese 
and a pilot, crashed on the rocks at 
the entrance of Oporto harbor, which 
is formed by the mouth of the 
Douro river.

Will Appear Before’ 


Governor 


Preparations are being made by 
the New York District of the In- 
ternational Labor Defense to have 
Fred Biedenkapp, secretary of the 
Workers International Relief, a 
number of witnesses and the I. L. D. 
attorney, Jacques Buitenkant, ap- 
pear for a hearing before Governor 
Roosevelt on the Biedenkapp extra- 
dition case. 


In reply to a telegram demanding 
a hearing, Buitenkant has been in- 
formed by Irene McKenna, extradi- 
tion clerk of Governor Roosevelt's 
office, that the extradition papers 
have been received from the state of 
Massachusetts and that they will be 
held up until the governor returns 
to Albany in order to give the de- 
fendant a. hearing. 

Biedenkapp is wanted by the state 
of Massachusetts, together with Al- 
bert Weisbord, secretary of the Na- 
tional Textile Workers’ Union, and 
Paul. Crouch, secretary of the All- 
America Anti-Imperialist League, 
on trumped-up charges of conspira- 
cy to parade without a permit and 
conspiracy to disturb the peace in 
connection with the New Bedford 
textile strike. These absurd charges, 
in which 22 other workers are in- 
volved, are part of the attempt of 
the mill barons’ courts to railroad 
to long jail terms the leading fig- 
ures of the strike and to deal a 
blow to three militant 
working class organizations. 
Funds are needed at once by the 
New York I. L. D. to enable Bieden- 
kapp and the others to go to Albany 
for the hearing. Funds are also

“Against “Reductions.” 
“For Safety Rules” 


(Continued from Page One) 
Many companies are cutting still be- 
low the 1917 scale. Hours are in- 
ereased. No deadwork paid for, 
such as slate, rock, water, timber- 
ing, etc. Safety conditions are ne- 
glected, causing a higher toll of 
death. The tonnage system is prac- 
tically abolished everywhere. No 
checkweighman! No pit commit- 


tees! Some companies are instal- 
ling the infamous screen coal sys- 


tem which the miners drove from 
the industry years ago. The com- 
panies use the spy, and blacklist sys- 
tem. The miners are robbed right 
and left by the ‘pluckme’ conipany 
stores. 


Unite to Fight. 

The National Miners Union urges 
resistance to this wage cutting cam- 
paign, saying to the miners: 

“You must fight against wage 
cuts—the robbing screen system— 
long hours—the blacklist spy sys- 
tem— the robbing company store 
system — discrimination and slavery. 

“You must fight for better wages; 
better conditions; observance of 
safety rules; the tonnage system; 
checkweighman; pit committees; 
payment for deadwork; shorter 
hours; the right to organize a real 
union: and a decent standard of liv- 
ing.

Misleaders Would Stop 
Independence Drive 


MANILA, Feb. 3. — The special 
session of the Philippine legisla- 
ture called to meet next month will 
probably send the president of the 
Senate, Manuel Quezon, to Washing- 
ton to appear before the U. S. Con- 
gress and ask that either the pres- 
ent tariff on products of the Phil- 
ippmes remain, or that the islands 
be given their independence. 

Quezon, who represents anti-labor 
native capitalist and pro-imperialist 
interests in the Islands, is only a 
fake advocate of independence, and 
uses, as at present, the independ- 
ence demand of the Filipino masses 
as a thing to sell for favors to be 
given native capitalists by Ameri- 
can imperialism. When foreed by 
the demands of the masses of the 
population he merely raised his 
voice fcrmally against U. S. im- 
per ialistie exploitation.

Wall Street has whistled and its birds of 
turning to the eyrie. 


At the very moment when the master brigand Morgan 
himself is preparing to depart for Paris to dictate the repara- 
tions terms for the European peoples, Henry L. Stimson, 
notorious agent of the Wall Street interests, is planning his 
return to the United States from the Philippiné Islands where 
President Coolidge in obedience to the command of his Wall 
Street masters, has deputed him. 


After his return from this outpost of American im- 
perialism, menacing the Orient, Stimson, according to the 
most reliable information will be given the post of secretary 
of state in the Hoover cabinet. : 


The announcement does not come as a surprise. Stimson 
has had a long career as a servant of Wall Street in many 
situations. And his brief interum as governor-general of the 
Philippines, a period which he utilized in efforts to thwart 
the Filipino land laws in the interest of the American rubber 
capitalism, has been a careful grooming for the important 
role which he will play in guiding American imperialism’s 
policies in the Far East. 


Stimson’s paramount service to Americah imperialism

in the last few years was his treacherous purchase, in the 


name of his masters, of the infamous Nicaraguan Liberal“ 
traitor, Moncada,—a purchase sealed by the pact of Tipitapa, 
a purchase which fortuitously had no witnesses. 


His success as an agent of Wall Street in Central America 
marked him as one of the indispensible lieutenants of Ameri- 
can imperialism. Quite as much as a reward for his Nicara- 
guan treachery, Stimson’s appointment to the Philippines 
has been a meticulous preparation for future acts of op- 
pression and plunder against the subject nations of Ameri- 
can imperialism and for further aggression in the Orient. 


But the appointment of Stimson has another aspect. 
Secretary of War under President Taft, Stimson is an old 
militarist. -In the present period when the preparations for 
war not only against the Soviet Union but between the lead- 
ing imperialist robbers, the United States and Great Britain, 
are being openly and furiously pushéd. Colonel Stimson can 
be depended upon to direct Wall Street’s policies against its 
e competitors to the entire satisfaction of the im- 


Familiar with the inner workings of the war department, 
he can be depended upon to merge the efforts of the state and 
military ministries of Wall Street in Washington with the 
perfection which the vast interests and the vaster designs of 
the American capitalists now demand. 

Hoover, Stimson, Morrow, Young:—in the period when 
even Morgan himself has dared to-come out in the open and 
reveal himself as the uncrowned tsar of American im- 
perialism, it is natural that his lieutenants should be fulfill- 
ing the most important governmental functions.

Shepard, who boasted a powerful 
physique, fought his white captors 
to the time he was thrown, hog- 
tied on the bier, and he fought at 
the ropes and his torturers until the 
last breath of life left him. Even 
while he lay on the pile of burning 
wood, his wrists tied securely, he 
reached out after small pieces of 
wood, which he threw at members 
of the mob. When, before the pyre 
was lighted, the mob member 
climbed over him and cut off his 
ears, he cursed and spat on the 
white fiend. He made a last final 
ettempt at escape even as the 
flames whipped about him. Shepard 
twisted and rolled in the flames and 
finally rolled off the pile of flaming 
stovewood. He tried to rise to his 
feet, and rose as far as the ropes 
binding his legs to his hands would

FLIES FOR IMPERIALISM 


PARIS, Feb. 3 (UP).—Dieudonne 
Costes, famous French aviator, an- 
nounced today that he would start 
Feb. 19 on a flight from Paris to 
Hanoi, French Indo-China. He plans 
to stop at Constantinople, Bassorah, 
Karachi and Calcuta, hoping to 
make the entire span in three days.

At present t 
ore is not burnt in the open but taken direct to the smelter.

We stopped at Mrs. Fox’s boarding house at Burke, which v 
well known to most of the mines of the West. I have heard mt 
stories of her: warm-heartedness. A miner coming to Burke was alw:. 
welcome to a meal &t her place: e caused much amusement ame 
her boarders. One time when new cabbage was just in, the old ]: 
had cooked up a lot. It was just what the miners were longing for: 
they kept asking for more. Bringing up the last plate full, she said: 

“Take that, ye sons of batches, and I'll bring yez a bale of hay 
the marnin'.“ ; 

Burke’s one street was so narrow that there was just room enc 
for the railroad track. When the train was in, a wagon could not p 
on either side. The canyon was so deep that the sun had to be nea 
at zenith to shine down into the town. 

At Mullen we met Patty Burke and a few other members of 
union. Our activities were of necessity under cover, because of 
district being under martial law. We avoided the hang-out of 
soldiers. Our purpose was to get word of encouragement to the mei 
the bull-pen. We wanted them to know that we had come to the CO 
d’Alenes to bring to them the sympathy and the united support of 
organization, in the interests of which they were enduring the degra 
tion of imprisonment in the vermin-infested hole. The miners in 
bull-pen had gotten some gcantlings and long planks, and had lifted 
end of the roof and hung out a sign that they had painted on she 
It read, The American Bastille.“ This got under the hide of Gen:
